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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Claims 1-1 1 are pending in the application. 

2. Claims 2-1 1 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to non-elected inventions, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 5. 

3. Applicants' arguments filed, 1/28/02, were found convincing to overcome the 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) rejection issued 10/26/02. However, the Examiner has issued the 
following new rejections in light of the newly found pertinent prior art. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Pappo {US 
Pat. 3,325,481}. 

Pappo discloses a hydrogenation catalyst comprised of a Group MA metal 
support (calcium carbonate) and 5% of a noble metal (Palladium) (see Col. 3, lines 5-27 
and Examples 2, 4, 8, 9B, 13 and 20). 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Laubach {US 
Pat. 2,794,033}. 

Laubach discloses a hydrogenation catalyst comprised of a Group IIA metal 
support (calcium carbonate) and 5% of a noble metal (Palladium) (see Example 1).
